Fe Mol Servics  'I'o the Postmasier (General of the United States: The Meworial of
the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota respectfully rep-
resents :

That the present ail service from Fort Soelling to Maukato, via Shak-
opee, Henderson, Le Suaeur, and Traverse des Sioux, is entirely inade-
quate to supply the wants of the commurity in that particular.

Yooy Memorialists would rggresent, that it is estimated that there are
about fifteen thousand white inhabitants in the Minnesots Valley, and
that it is confidently believed that the nnmber will be doubled by the im-
migration of the coming year. YWhen the fact is taken into consideration,
that these persons have intimate business relntions with the East, it wil )
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be seen that the mail service which we now have, viz: one wail a week, is
entirely insufficient.

Your Memorialists wonld further represent, that even under the present
system, mail matter is frequently an unreasonable length of time in reach-
ing its destination, which mconvenience, they believe, could be remedied
by the trapsmission of the mails direct from St. Paul. * Your Memorial-
ists would, therefore, most respectfully and urgently request that a daily
mail may be trangmitted direct from St. Panl to Mankato, via. the differ-
ent post offices on the route. '
